Dear  Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  important  changes.  The  abolition  of 
Divisional  Health  Committees  resulted  largely  from  the  setting  up  of 
the  new  Social  Services  Department.  Because  of  this  the  annual  report 
to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  previously  included  as  an  appendix 
to  this  report  will  not  now  appear  in  the  future. 

The  Divisional  Health  Committees  had  remained  in  being  since  the 
National  Health  Service  was  created  in  1948  and  it  was  with  great 
reluctance  that  the  County  Health  Committee  agreed  to  their  being 
disbanded. 

Another  major  change  has  been  the  setting  up  of  the  new  Social 
Services  Department.  This  meant  the  loss  from  the  Health  Department 
of  the  Mental  Health  Service,  the  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Services 
for  the  Physically  Handicapped  and  their  transfer  to  the  new  Area 
Social  Services  Departments.  PrepaiAtion  for  the  setting  up  of  the 
new  department  took  place  over  very  many  months  and  involved  the 
divisional  health  staff  in  much  work  preparing  for  the  hand  over. 

As  a  result  of  County  Health  Department  policy  it  has  been 
necessary  to  fuse  together  existing  divisions  and  to  base  divisional 
health  administration  on  new  combined  divisions. 

So  far  as  the  divisions  of  Runcorn  and  Mid-Cheshire  are  concerned 
many  administrative  changes  have  token  place  in  order  to  create  a 
single  large  division.  Initially  this  meant  the  loss  of  one  of  my 
Divisional  Administrative  Assistants,  Mr.  W,  R.  Jones,  and  the 
assumption  of  the  administration  of  both  divisions  by  my  Divisional 
Administrative  Assistant,  Mr.  S.  R.  Large. 

There  has  been  an  expansion  at  one  administrative  centre  with  a 
corresponding  contraction  to  a  sub  office  at  the  other.  These  Changes 
have,  of  course,  led  to  uncertainties  and  inevitable  changes  of  duties 
for  the  staff  involved.  So  far  as  possible  this  major  change  was 
brought  about  with  the  minimum  of  trauma  to  the  staff  and  my  thanks 
are  due  to  the  divisional  administrative  and  clerical  staffs  for  their 
loyalty  and  support  through  what  has  undoubtedly  been  a  time  of 
considerable  re-adjustment  and  re-orientation. 

With  regard  to  immunisation  against  infectious  diseases  the 
outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  a  nearby  large  city  again  emphasised  the 
important  lesson  that  mothers  must  make  every  effort  to  have  their 
children  immunised  by  accepting  the  invitations  sent  to  them  by  the 
Health  Department.  Only  in  this  way,  by  maintaining  a  high  immunisation 
rate,  can  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as  this  be  kept  under  control. 

Measles  immunisation  has  been  recommenced  now  that  the  national 
supply  has  improved  and  this  is  to  be  welcomed  as  there  is  still 
mortality  and  considerable  morbidity  from  the  complications  resulting 
from  measles  infection.  The  introduction  of  rubella  vaccination  for 
young  adolescent  girls  is  a  great  advance  and  this  should  prevent 
babies  in  subsequent  generations  being  born  with  severe  handicaps  due 
to  the  mother  contracting  the  diseases  during  pregnancy. 


The  County  scheme  for  computerised  call  up  for  cervical  cytology 
commenced  in  September,  1970  and  the  response  to  date  has  been  encouraging, 
it  is  hoped  that  this  screening  programme  will  identify  pre-cancerous 
conditions  of  the  cervix  at  a  time  when  treatment  can  effect  a  complete  cure. 

The  work  of  the  public  health  inspectorate  is  larely  taken  for  granted 
by  the  public  and  I  should  emphasize  the  vital  role  which  the  inspectors 
play  in  the  maintenance  of  high  standards  in  the  environmental  side  of 
public  health. 

Reference  to  later  pages  of  the  report  indicate  enviromental  health 
matters  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  show  the  wide  variety  and  importance 
of  their  work. 

The  investigation  of  food  poisoning  cases  and  excretors,  the  tracing 
and  surveillance  of  typhoid  and  other  infectious  diesase  contacts  has  been  a 
frequent  part  of  their  work.  Continental  holidays  are  now  common  and 
invariably  this  brings  with  it  contact  tracing  and  suveillance  of  such 
potentially  serious  infectious  desases  as  typhoid  fever.  Returning  holiday 
makers  not  infrequently  become  either  cases  or  contacts  of  this  disease 
especially  if  they  have  been  to  certain  countries  bordering  the  Mediterranean 
where  purity  of  water  supplies  and  clean  food  cannot  always  be  guaranteed. 

The  latter  highlights  the  important  role  of  the  public  health  inspector¬ 
ate  in  the  control  of  communicable  diseases.  Changes  in  the  structure  of 
local  government  at  both  first  and  second  tier  levels  are  emminent  and  in 
the  re-organisation  of  local  government  and  the  health  services  it  is  vital 
that  this  important  aspect  of  the  control  of  communicable  diseases  will  not 
be  lost  to  sight. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Costello  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the  Clerk  and  the  chief 
officers  of  the  council  for  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  was  exceptional  in  so  far  that  never  before  have  there 
been  so  many  changes  and  schemes  taking  place  in  the  town  at  the 
same  time. 

The  demolition  of  properties  from  which  the  Council  had  re¬ 
housed  thirty  one  families  to  make  way  for  an  inner  relief  road 
took  place.  In  various  parts  of  the  district  new  sewers  were  being 
laid  and  together  with  a  new  sewage  works  scheme,  all  was  progressing 
satisfactorily  and  up  to  schedule. 

The  Council  was  acquiring  property  on  the  Parish  Church  Island 
for  demolition  along  with  the  old  Town  Hall,  with  a  view  to  improving 
the  Town  Centre, 

Plans  were  in  progress  for  a  new  road  to  replace  the  narrow 
Brooks  Lane  to  give  access  to  land  proposed  for  industry.  One  has 
now  almost  forgotton  the  ’bottle  neck'  junction  with  Kinderton  Street, 
which  was  for  so  long  a  hazard  to  traffic,  Incidently  from  this  area 
twenty  one  families  have  been  re-housed. 

With  the  closure  of  the  open  pan  salt  works  numerous  buildings 
have  been  demolished  and  vistas  opened  up  which  could  not  have  been 
imagined. 

Plans  were  in  progress  for  a  new  Public  Library  on  a  site  in 
Lewin  Street,  to  be  commenced  during  1971  and  it  was  revealed  that 
a  new  school  is  planned  for  1972/73.  On  the  question  of  schools, 
with  two  completely  new  ones  and  a  third  in  the  planning  stage,  I 
think  the  Town  has  been  fortunate. 

Private  building  of  dwellings  was  still  not  permitted  and  one 
looks  forward  to  resumed  building  as  soon  as  the  sewage  works  are 
completed. 

While  in  recent  years  many  houses  have  been  demolished,  the  only 
Council  Building  of  dwellings  was  the  Chadwick  Court  Warden 
Supervised  ^latlet  Scheme  and  twenty  five  bungalows.  A  scheme  was 
approved  for  a  number  of  flats  and  bungalows  to  be  erected  in 
Queens  Drive  and  this  work  was  expected  to  commence  in  1971,  Of  the 
seventy  one  local  applicants  for  Council  Houses,  it  is  noted  that 
only  twenty  four  families  were  in  lodgings,  the  remainder  being  persons 
desiring  bungalows  or  alternative  accommodation.  During  the  year  the 
modernisation  of  eighteen  houses  in  Webbs  Lane  and  West  Avenue  were 
completed  with  highly  satisfactory  results.  The  Council  aquired  a 
terrace  of  fourteen  houses  (Yoxall’s  Row)  and  a  scheme  was  approved 
for  them  to  be  modernised  during  1971.  It  was  also  resolved  to 
modernise  all  the  pre-war  houses,  this  work  to  be  carried  out  in  three 
phases,  with  fourty  eight  houses  in  St.  Ann's  Avenue,  planned  to 
commence  probably  in  1971. 

One  looks  forward  to  the  conclusion  of  the  various  projects 
within  the  next  two  years  and  tribute  is  paid  to  the  residents  who 
have  had  much  inconvenience  and  have  displayed  great  patience  and 
toleration.

The  Middlewich  Urban  District  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Manchester 
Regional  Hospital  Board  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood  Road,  Manchester,  8. 
Telephone  number  -  Deansgate  7271. 

(3)  GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  SERVICES 

The  District  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Cheshire  Executive  Council, 
whose  offices  are  at  28  Nicholas  Street,  Chester.  Telephone  number  - 
Chester  23158. 


(4)  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  is 
under  radio  control  from  central  control  at  County  Hall,  Chester.

SECTION  III 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  -  1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacited,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  Unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  any 
duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite  application  to  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 


Section  50 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of  these  Sections 
during  the  year.

SECTION  V 
SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  idlEA 


(l)  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mid  &  South  East  Chech. ‘.re  Water 
Board  whose  offices  are  at  Weave rham  Grange,  Hartford,  near  Northwich. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  district  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
does  not  have  a  plumb o-solvent  action.  During  the  year  6  samples  were 
taken  by  cur  own  Health  Department  and  25  by  the  Water  Board,  All  were 
bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  supplied  by  means  of 
standpipes. 

(2)  SEWERAGE  and  sewage  disposal 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  all  three  phases  of  the  new  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme  are  progressing  favourably c.  During  1970P  the  Cledford  Stormwater 
Relief  Scheme  was  brought  into  action,  and  the  flooding  in  this  area  may 
now  be  considered  to  be  virtually  ended.  Points  still  to  watch  however, 
are  between  Warmingham  Lane  and  Alexandra  Road  in  Booth  lane,  where 
surcharging  of  the  Cledford  sewer  may  still  take  place.  In  addition, 
adverse  conditions  might  cause  a  certain  amount  of  surcharging  at  the 
Kinder ton  Culvert.  Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  at  the  new  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  completed  on  time.  Altera¬ 
tions  and  renewals  of  sewers  in  the  town  were  commenced  before  the  end  of 
the  year  with  work  progressing  up  to  schedule. 

Existing  Sewers 

Concern  must  continue  to  be  expressed  at  the  surcharging  of  the  main 
Cledford  outfall  sewer  which  now  takes  place  in  Brooks  Lane,  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  until  the  new  Sewage  Works  receives  the  flows  from 
Pumping  Station  No.  1  at  Wardle  Bridge.  Other  points  where  flooding  may 
well  occur  are  in  Wych  House  Yard,  and  also  in  Sutton  Lane  above  the 
British  Legion  Club. 
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(3)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  still  6  pail  closets  in  the  district  and  since  they 
are  considerable  distances  from  the  sewers  they  cannot  be  converted  to 
a  water  carriage  system  until  the  new  sewerage  scheme  is  carried  out. 

(4)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  has  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse „  During  the  year 
155  bins  with  rubber  lids  were  sold  to  householders.  All  the  bins 
are  collected  from  the  premises  and  returned  after  emptying.  The 
Council  collects  free  of  charge  all  surplus  and  obsolete  furniture. 
Garden  and  Trade  refuse  is  allowed  to  be  tipped  at  the  Council’s  tip 
free  of  charge.  An  adequate  amount  of  soil  was  available  for  cover 
and  the  tip  was  maintained  free  from  any  nuisance 

Collection  is  by  two  Karrier  dual  tipper  vehicles  with  compression 
plates.  An  order  was  placed  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  a  renewal  of 
the  older  one.  Salvage  is  kept  separate  from  refuse  and  more  than 
100  tons  of  paper  and  rags  were  baled  and  sold  for  £1,061  of  which  lOfi 
was  shared  amongst  the  workmen. 

(5)  PETROLEUM  STORAGE 


Twenty  licences  were  issued  for  the  bulk  storage  of  petroleum. 
One  tank  ceased  to  be  used  and  was  made  safe.  The  fees  amounted  to 
£66.  All  installations  were  inspected. 


HOUSING 


PROVISION  OF  NEW  HOUSES 

Private  Housing 

No  private  housing  was  undertaken  during  the  year,  due  to  the 
continued  lack  of  sewage  facilities. 

Council  Housing  - 

Nineteen,  two  bedroomed  and  six,  one  bedroomed  bungalows  were 
completed  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  was 
preparing  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  thirty  two,  one  bedroomed 
flats  and  six,  two  bedroomed  bungalows  to  in-fill  the  site  in 
Queens  Drive. 

Housing  in  General  . -  . 

There  is  no  known  overcrowding  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  loans  on  28  dwellings  under 
the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958.  These  loans  amounted 
in  total  to  £44,6C8.  Three  standard  and  three  discretionary  gants 
were  made  amounting  to  £1,418.  There  are  only  158  houses  apart  from 
Council  houses  which  are  ‘let’,  the  remainder  being  owner  occupied. 

Slum  Clearance 


Of  eleven  condemned  houses  in  Croxton  Lane,  seven  were  still 
occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Four  houses  Numbers  55  to  61,  Lewin  Street,  were  condemned  and 
the  tenants  were  re-housed  and  arrangements  were  being  made  for  the 
demolition  and  site  clearance. 

Six  houses  Numbers  18  to  28  Sutton  Lane  were  condemned  and  four 
families  have  still  to  be  re-housed. 


House  Letting 


The  Council  has  a  "Points  Scheme**  for  the  selection  of  tenants  for 
Council  Houses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  of  seventy 
one  local  families  of  whom  eight  were  already  the  tenants  of  Council 
houses,  but  mainly  desired  bungalows ,  twelve  were  lodging  in  Council  houses, 

39  were  tenants  or  owners  of  other  houses  and  12  were  lodging  in  private  houses.

Caravan  Sites 


There  is  one  site  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district  which  is  licenced. 

Model  Standards  I960  are  fully  complied  with.  The  Area  is  about  three-Quarters 
of  an  acre  and  will  hold  nine  caravans,  all  of  which  will  have  indoor  water 
closets,  towns  water,  drainage  and  electricity.

A  test  baiting  of  15 %  of  all  sewer  manholes  was  made  in  conjunction 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  in  no  cases  was  there  any  "take".
